RIVER BANK PROJECT 
NOT WAR DEPT. WORK 


Letter to Rep. Oliver Suggests 
Possible Remedies—Refers. to 
Flood Control Report—Depart- 
Has No Authority for Action 


The prospect of protection of the 
Androscoggin River bank above 
Mayville, which was the subject of 
a petition of locul citizens some 
time ago, is not considered justifi- 
able at present, according to a War 
Department report to Congressman. 
James C. Oliver. This is also a 
conclusion of the flood control re- 
port made after the 1936 flood. A 
letter received by Mr. Oliver stat- 
ed: 

“On May 16, 1939, a representa- 
tive from the District Office of the 
Department at Boston, Mass., con- 
fered) with Mr. Boyker and other 
interested persons at Bethel and in- 
vestigated the conditions complain- 
ed of in the petition forwarded 
with your letter. It was found 
that erosion had taken place for « 
distance of about 1,000 feet on the 
north bank of the river on the 
outside of a sharp bend in the river 
opposite the lower Bond Island. A 
cemetery exists near the upstream 
mit of this eroded section, Below 
the cemetery there is a grove of 
pine trees and open pasture land, 
Willows planted on the slopes 
of the bank at several locations 
haye served to retard the erosion 
and a limited amount of riprap 
stone placed by the cametey asso- 
ciation on the bank bordering the 
cemetery property has controlled 
encroachment of the river at this 
point. Unprotected sections of the 
river bank are now being used by 
the community as a disposal area 
for city refuse, tree stumps, 
branches, and other miscellaneous 
loose waste, It appears that no 
erosion occurs during normal river 
Stages. Inasmuch as the rivér 
makes a sharp bend at this location, 
thig ottaldé bank, however, suffers 
gome damage from high velocities 
and turbulent flow during flood 
periods. Present {nhabltants stat- 
ed that at its maximum point the 
erosion las progressed {Inland 
about 200 feet during the last 25 
yenrg, 

“Possible remedial measures 
which might be undertaken con- 
sist of (1) clearing away existing 
refuse deposits, trimming the slons 
of the bank, planting willows, and 
placing riprap on the bank for pro- 
tection against erosion, or (2) re- 
allgnment of the channel to direct 
tha main flow of the river along 
ithe south side of Bond Island. This 
, latter work would require the ex- 
_eavation of about 600,000 cubic 
yards of materfal to provide a sat- 
yisfactory pilot channel. 

j During the flood of March, 1936, 
the aren lying directly north of 
the eroded bank was inundated 
to an average dopth of about 6 feat.

' of the most perishable of prod- 
ucts, there are many farmers who 
handle it as though it were among 
the most stable. Not only do they 
make little or no effort to keep their.

Milk obtained under such con- 
ditions is bound to be highly con- 
taminated with bacteria and foreign 
flavors. These will greatly reduce the 
value of the milk and, if serious 
enough, lead to its rejection. 

But even when every possible sani- 
tary precaution is observed—as now 
3s required by. Jaw in many states— 
milk still cannot retain its purity and 
freshness unless it is cooled to 50° 
or Jess within 1% hours after it is 
drawn. If this is not done, the growth 
and multiplication of bacteria, un- 
avoidably present, will be so great 
and so rapid as 6 preclude any pos- 
tibility of obtaining premium prices 
for top. quality, 

As it is only in exceptional cases 
that milk can be cooled below 60°
